Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  194-9  ?  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

During  the  past  year  7^  vessels,  with  a 
tonnage  of  13,530  have  arrived  from  foreign  ports,  and 
1,019  coastwise  vessels,  with  a  tonnage  of  34-0,808,  have 
entered  the  Port. .  These  figures  compare  with  89 
foreign  arrivals  (16,497  tons)  and  90I  coastwise  arrivals 
(280,323)  tons  for  the  previous  year.  The  foreign 
arrivals  show  a  decrease  of  I3  vessels  (2,967  tons),  and 
coastwise  arrivals  show  an  increase  of  II8  vessels 
(60,485  tons),  the  combined  totals  being  an  increase  of 
105  vessels  with  a  tonnage  increase  of  57551^  tons. 
Passenger  vessels  and  fishiiig  vessels  are  not  included  in 
these  totals.
